GERMAN FOLK 


BERLIN, May 1.—Reichsfuehrer 
Hitler told more than 1,000,000 
workers assembled at Tempelhof 
airdrome to hear his May Day ad 
dress today, that even though 

“Foreign nations may offer me 
whole continents, I would rather 
be the poorest citizen here.” 

While millions more faithful 
Nazis listened to the Fuehrer’s 
words transmitted to cities and vil- 
lages through the reich, Hitler pro- 
claimed that the German nation 
had “now become a new people.” 

“We are a people without raw 
materials, without colonies, with- | 
out capital, without foreign bank 

deposits,” he said. 

“We know nothing but sacrifices, | 
small wages and high taxes, but we | 
do have one thing, namely, our 
German people.”

CHIEF DIES 
AT NORDEGG 


©! Had Forceful Character — 
One of First to Em- 
brace Christianity 

NORDEGG, May !—Another link, 
with the past was lost in the death 
here of Chief Peter Wesley who 
has been chief of the Steny In- 
dians, Morley Reserve North Band 
and the Saskatchewan River Ston- 
ies for about 35 years. He was 95 
years of age and was born in the 
Rocky foothills within 15 mies of 
the present site of Nordegg. 

A man of strong, forceful cherac- 
ter, he worked always with the De- 
partment of Indian Affairs for the 
advanacement of his people and 
was an ardent Christian and class 
leader. 

His grandfather, “Man who Waiks | 
Against the Wind,” was one of the 
first to embrace Christianity at 
Rocky Mountain House fort, nearly 
100 years ago, and was baptized by 
one of the early missionaries there, 
together with many of his people. 

Peter was an Indian of the old 
school and never learned to speak 
English, but he sent all his family 
to school. He is survived by his 
son Moses and numerous grand- 
children and great grandchildren. 
His wife and several sons and 
daughters predeceased him. 

The funeral will be held by the 
Indians in old Indian custom on 
Friday and burial will be. at the 
Stoney cemetery near the Bighorn 
river in sight of the mountains he 
has known so long.

EVENTS OF A DAY 


At Victoria, Premier Pattullo replied to Sir 
George Perley'’s plea of financial impotence on 
the part of the Dominion, by saying “Money to 
do work will have to be provided”; and urged 
camp-deserters to go back to the camps while 
an attempt is being made to persuade the 
federal authority to supply the funds. j 

At Vancouver, Mayor McGeer said “The 
relief situation is a disgrace”; and wired Pre- 
mier Hepburn to call a conference of premiers 
and mayors to discuss ways and means to bring 
order out of the chaos. 

At Edmonton, relief men went on strike; 
demanding more food, more clothing, and an 
allowance toward the taxes levied upon their 
property. 

At Montreal, the police broke up an un- 
employed demonstration, in which 1500 par- | 
ticipated. 

At Toronto, Premier Hepburn said “It is an 
impossible situation when about half the people 
are working to keep the other half in idleness’; 
and announced that new taxation will be im- 
posed to produce $15,000,000 a year of relief 
money. 

This is a summary of Monday's unemploy- 
ment news, along the line from the Pacific to 
the Atlantic. 

Whether or not; as alleged, unemployment in 
Canada in 1980 was so widely prevalent as to 
make it a “national emergency,” there isn’t 
any doubt about the matter in the spring of 
1935. 


THE ONE THING NEEDED 

The one point that should be kept clearly 
in mind in reading the daily grist of news 
telling of conferences, demands, refusals, and | 
demonstrations in widely-flung Canadian cen- 
tres, is that what the unemployed want, and 
all they want, is a fair chance to earn a living 
for themselves and their famiiies. That is the 
prime mover of the nation-wide disturbance. 

Of course there are among the unemployed 
a minority who are by nature or conviction 
agitators and who would never be satisfied in 
any conceivable scheme of things. But they 
constitute only a minority, and a minority so 
small that they could be disregarded if con- 
ditions were not such as to give them the ear of 
great numbers of men who normally have no 
impulse to follow their leadership or promote | 
their theories. 

The unemployed man, just because he is | 
unemployed and has long been so, is subject to | 
the constant appeals of teachers to whom he } 
would never ordinarily give a hearing. Given 
the opportunity to go to work at wages which | 
Would enabie them to take care of themselves | 
and those dependent upon them, the “army” of 
the unemployed would melt away, and leave the 
professional disturbers without a corporal’s 
guard. 

That is the basic fact which the public 
should keep constantly in view, and should 
urgently press upon the attention of members 
of parliament, members of the legislatures, and 
members of the city councils. The “work cure” 
is the only, the immediate and the effective 
remedy for our unemployment troubles. 


HOLDING THEMSELVES IN 
HAND | 

One other fact must not go without recog- | 
nition. The temper of the unemployed has 
been generally admirable. There have been 
few outbreaks of violence, and few even of in- 
cidental or unpremeditated “clashes” with the 
police during these workless and hopeless years. 

No one who has not himself been “through 
the mill” can ever know just what is the strain 
upon the patience and forbearance of a man 
who month after month and year after year 
has been denied the chance to earn his daily 
bread and to support his family on the scale at 
which he knows himself to be capable of sup- 
porting them if allowed the opportunity. 

Samson in chains is a fair illustration of the 
plight, and the misery, of the competent work- 
man or the ambitious youth who /inds himself 
bound by economic conditions ani helpless to 
fend for himself and those to whom he owes 
support. 

The self-control of the Canadian people has 
never shown to finer advantage than through 
these years of depression, and no section of the 
nation has displayed that quality more mark- 
ediy than thuse who have been obliged to 
accept the relief they did not want because of 
inability to get employment. The man who has 
had a steady job and regular pay may wel! ask 
himself whether in like conditions he would 
have shown as strong and steady self-restraint 

The unemployed man is a good citizen; with

very few exceptions he has shown that by the 
forbearance he has displayed in the face of 
long+2ontinued denial of what he feels and 
knows to be a personal right—the right to earn 
an honest living by his own strength or skill. 


A NATIONAL OPPORTUNITY 

Nobody need wonder if there are growing 
signs of discontent at this time in the relief 
camps and among the relief men in the cities. 
It would be strange if such were not the case. 

This is the fifth, if not the sixth, spring that 
has dawned with no definite prospect of a 
breaking of the condition of prevalent unem- 
ployment . Some of the families now on relief 
have been subsisting on that basis for two, three, 
even four years. Some of the young men in 
the camps have never known what it was to 
have a wage job. 

These wasted years have frayed the nerves, 
alike of the older and the younger men. The 
older ones see the days pass in which they 


| should be laying up something against old. age. 


The younger ones are constrained by all the 
instincts of youth to protest against the con- 
tinued postponement of the day when they will 
be able to take their places in the working 
world and start to shape the careers they have 
dreamed about, 

If employment opportunities do not come 
with spring, the unemployed rightly argue that 
the outlook is for another wasted year. Who 
can wonder that they are demanding something 
better than relief allowances and a twenty- 
cents-a-day existence in a relief camp? 

And, like all the rest of ais, they know that 
relief is no solution for the unemployment 
problem. At best it is omly an expedient, 
reasonable enough in a sudden emergency, but 
intolerable as a continued substitute for wage 
work. 

After five years’ trial the relief policy has 
accomplishéd nothing, except to keep a num- 
ber of people alive at a tremendous cost for 
which the country has no adequate new assets 
to show. That way there is no road out of the 
unemployment tangle. 

The only remedy for unemployment is em- 
ployment. Since private employers cannot see 
how to use unemployed man-power at a profit, 
this is the time governments should step into 
the picture; with a construction policy based 
squarely on the principle that idle labor is a 
wasted resource, and that this time of depres- 
sion offers the opportunity to turn wasted days 
into highways, railways, public improvements 
of all sorts, worth all they would cost and 
standing as permanent assets against the money 
necessary to create them.

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The Passing Show

Tie American magazine “Liberty” is not one 
of my ‘veaknesses, but I came across an edi- 
torial article in an issue of four months ago 
that deserves to be mentioned. 

“Liberty” is strongly American—blatantly 
American in tone. Expressed in the American 
language, it is “100 per cent 
red-blooded American.” So 
when you find this magazine 
of the American masses prais- 
ing something in Canada, you 
may depend that the subject 
of its praise is treasure in- 
deed. 

I'm only sorry that space 
doesn't permit the printing 
of the entire editorial in 
praise of this certain feature 
of Canadian life as it existed 
on December 8, 1934, to which Liberty does jus- 
tice under the caption “The Right to Reason.”

Said Liberty: 

“Canada is one of the few remaining coun- 
tries on earth wherein the freedom of the press 
is something more than a mere historical 
reminiscence. Recent events have indicated 
that the Canadian people have a more firmly 
rooted determination than ever to safeguard 
democracy’s most priceless heritage. Thus has 
resulted a greater and more wholesome freedom 
of expression throughout the Dominion press. 

“The black shadow of ignorance casts its 
blight over two-thirds of the rest of the world 
—a shadow born of a rigid and complete gov- 
ernment press censorship ... Only oné-ninth 
of the population on the face of this so-called 
enlightened globe are exempt from formal cen- 
sorship of the press. . . . The news-gathering 
machine of our day penetrates every nook and 
cranny of the globe. Yet, under the shadow of 
censorship, its complete functions are restricted 
to merely one-ninth of the world’s population. 

“Thank Heaven that Canada and the rest of 
the Anglo-Saxon nations of the world still fight 
this invasion of ignorance. Count yourself for- 
tunate that you live in a country that still re- 
spects your hereditary right to reason for your- 
self. Here knowledge is everywhere; nothing 
is hidden. Canada offers no house room for 
censorship that strives to crush the mentalities 
of ten million reasoning people into a single 
pattern of nationalistic or partisan prejudices.” 


The above was published on December 8, © 


1934. Three months later the U.F.A. govern- 
ment in Alberta passed two bills, one of which 
prevents publication of any details connected 
with the abrogation of the most important con- 
tract the state enforces on its subjects. The 
other prohibits under cumulative penalties of 
$5000 the publication even of an ex parte in- 
junction order that a power corporation may 
obtain from a judge in chambers, affecting the 
vital rights of every citizen. 

“Oh what a fall was there my countrymen” 
when this occupational government—represent- 
ing an occupation which above all others is 
dependent upon the fuiiest dissemination of 
public matters—undertook to curtail press 
freedoms and impose censorships stricter than 
any that Mussolini or Hitler has imposed on the 
publication of matters arising in the law courts 
of their lands. 

The appreciative chap who penned this 
“Right to Reason” editorial in Liberty maga- 
zine had no conception that a government of 
a western Canadian province was about to 
make it an offence carrying monstrous penalties, 
for a newspaper tc tell the public of Alberta of 
what goes on in the courts. 
iglas, founder of Social 
Credit, now on his way to Alberta, recently 
paid a visit to Norway where he addressed a 
meeting of the political and financial hierarchy 
of that country, with the King presiding and 
the Prime Minister “among those present.” At 
a later meeting, also presided over by the King 
of Norway, he addressed the Merchanis’ Club 
and the Nobel Peace Committee on “The Cause 
of War.” He there asserted that unless bank 
monopoly of credit gives way te government 
control of credit, the destructiun of society will 
ensue. 

Douglas used several illustrations drawn 
from the Bank of England, which—contrary to 
common opinion—is not a government-owned 
bank but a private institution operated for the 
profit of the shareholders like our own Bank 
of Canada. Who the shareholders are and what 
the real profits of the bank are two secrets never 
disclosed. It is given these privileges of con- 
cealment, just as our Canadian banks are given 
the privilege of concealing their “special re- 
serves.” Walter Leaf, chairman of the West- 
minster Bank, in his book on Banking, tells of 
a conversation on bank returns with the Gov- 
ernor of the Bank of England during the war 
days. He says: “I told him there was only one 
line in the Bank of England Return which I 
thought I understood, and it was the line ‘Gold 
Coin and Bullion.’ The Governor, with a twin- 
kle in his eye, replied ‘Mr. Leaf, I do not think 
you understand even that’.” 

Since 1914 the Returns of the Bank of Eng- 
land have been entirely unintelligible to the 
public. Withers’ “Banking and Credit’ admits 
that “Banking statements 
rather to veil our monetary institutions than to 
Iet the full light of day upon them.”

The Bank of England was formed in 1694. 

In the 17th century—the century in which 
the bank was founded—the world’s debt, ac- 
cording to Douglas, increased by about 47 per 
cent. 

By the end of the 18th century--100 years 
after the founding of the bank--the world debt 
had increased by 466 per cent. 

By the end of the 19th century it had in- 
creased by 12,000 per cent., and the rate of in- 
creas¢ so far in the 20th century has been more 
rapid than at any time since the Bank of Eng- 
land was founded. 

Douglas does not insinuate that the Bank of 
England is the cause of al) this, but “there are 
grave suspicions,” he says, “that she Bank of 
England has a great dea] to do with the present 
state of affairs, and that the system which was 
unfortunately inaugurated at the time of the 
founding of the Bank of England”—the systern 
which gives a monopoly of money and credit 
to the banks—“has probably more to do with

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Bladder Irritation 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


When the bladder is irritated or inflamed 
this causes a set of symptoms to appear whith 
may cause the patient considerable distress. 
The medical name for this trouble is cystitis. 
The amount of inflammation present varies 
considerably and while in seme cases the entire 
membrane which lines the 
organ may be attacked, in 
the average case, only a 
small portion of it is affected. 

There are many possible 
causes of cystitis and only a 
careful study will determine 
the. cause present in any 
given case. Occasionally, the 
cause will be found to arise 
in a closure of the tube lead- 
ing from the bladder out- 
ward, called a_ stricture,

which interferes with the outflow of the liquid 


waste stored in the bladder. This means that 
fluid is retained and bacterial activity encour- 
aged. Prostatic disorders in men, or the devel- 
opment of an urethral caruncle in women, may 
produce a partial obstruction and be followed 
by cystitis. 

Sometimes the exciting cause lies in the use 
of foods which contain materials irritating to 
the bladder. If these foods are eaten, they will 
have a direct effect in increasing bladder irrita- 
tion if it is already present. For example, highly 
spiced foods belong in this class. The over-use 
of alcoholic beverages will preduce cystitis in 
a patient with a tendency to bladder inflamma- 
tion. 

Pressure on the bladder from prolapsed or- 
gans is another common cause. A tumor in an 
adjacent organ may, by pressure, induce blad- 
der irritation. A possible cause is the presence 
of a stone in the bladder. 

Some of the symptoms of bladder irritability 
are: a desire to empty the bladder frequently 
which is usually most marked at night; a burn- 
ing sensation; a feeling of heaviness; or a pain 
in the bladder area. The patient may describe 
a sensation as though the bladder feels that it 
is never completely and adequately emptied. 

The treatment to be used must depend upon 
the individual case. Certainly a chrouic cystitis 
which has proved troublesome for years, can- 
not be quickly corrected. There are certain 
general instructions whith may prove helpful, 
however, severe cases usually require suitable 
local treatment. Bladder irrigation may be 
necessary in selected cases. 

A careful examination must ‘usually be 
made before a satisfactory treatment can be 
outlined. A local examination of the bladder 
is the first necessary step. In making a local 
examination, the doctor may use a cystoscope, 
which is an instrument used in examining the 
lining of the bladder. The cystoscope is of un- 
doubted value in making a correct diagnosis if 
a stone is present. I also recommend a urinalysis 
or laboratory test made of the liquid waste. 

The patient with bladder irritation should 
use water in large quantities. I also advise that 
the diet be restricted in order to cut down any 
unnecessary irritation.

On This Date 


A Day in Canadian History 


On this date in 1809 Brock- 
ville was the scene of an unjus- 
tified military raid by United 
States troops. A small schooner 
having on board a detachment «f 
U.S. infantry, under Captain 
William P. Bennett, anchored in 
a small bay on the Canadian side. 
Bennett had been told by an 
anonymous informer, that Isaac 
D. Underhill, a deserter from his 
regiment, was teaching school in 
Elizabethtown, as Brockville was 
then called. Bennett landed with 
an N.C.O. and two privates fully 
armed and marched to the school 


| where Underhill was captured.

On passing the house where he 
lodged, the prisoner attempted to 
escape by running to it and 
shouting for assistance. Two 
shots were fired, Underhill feli 
mortally wounded; he died the 
next day. 

After a coroner's inquest had 
returned a verdict of wilful mur- 
der against Bennett and his three

companions, three magistrates 
made application to the magis- 
trates of western New York, 
asking the surrender of the four 
accused. They replied that the 
quartette had left their jurisdic- 
tion. On May 16 the magistrates 
of the Johnstown district adopted 
a memorial to Governor Gore, 
reciting the facts and praying 
that steps be taken to briny the 
offenders to justice. Gore wrote 
to London, stating the facts and 
asking that the British ambassa- 
dor make representations to the 
United States government. But 
nothing was ever done. 

The only satisfaction the Cana- 
dians got was to be told many 
months later that Bennett had 
been tried by court martial and 
reprimanded, but returned to the 
command of his company. This 
did not improve the sentiment on 
our side of the line and for a 
long time United States soldiers 
were not welcomed. 


Current Comment 


ARE RELIEF CAMPS 
NECESSARY? 

Whatever Vancouver may do 
on humanitarian grounds for the 
striking men from the relief 
camps of this province, it cannot 
be made too clear that Vancouver 
has no legal responsibility in the 
matter and cannot atford to 
assume one. 

The Dominion Government un- 
dertook its camp policy to care 
for men who are admittedly, not 
a charge on British Columbia. 

Whatever the argument may be 
about federal responsibility for 
unemployment generally, nobody 
has argued that one community 
has to care for all the unemployed 
in Canada. 

Suppose the whole 700,000 de- 
scended on Vancouver? Would 
we have to provide for them? 

The indubitable fact is that 75 
to 80 per cent of the camp men 
are from other provinces. That is 
why the Dominion is taking care 
of them. 

Incidentally, half the camp men 
in Canada are in British Columbia. 
No other province has a compar- 
able situation. 

If Vancouver undertook to pro- 
vide relief for the 1800 strikers 
now present in this city, we 
should be overwhelmed within a 
week with the remaining 6000. 
We would have 8000 of them to 
care for. 


That is both absurd and impos- 
sible. 

Similarly, if the province under- 
took to provide relief, the same 
thing would happen. 

Out of this undoubted conclu- 
sion that only Ottawa is legally 
and morally responsible for the 
situation and that only Ottawa 
has the resources to deal with it, 
come two possibilities whereby 
the relief camp problem may be 
solved. 

In the first place, Ottawa may, 
if she chooses, provide single 
homeless men with ordinary relief 
allowances wherever they may be. 

In the second place, Ottawa 
may adopt the contractors’ plan. 

Figures have been worked out 
to show that for about 20 to 25 
per cent more than the camps 
now cost, the same number of 
men can be put to work under 
experienced contractors in condi- 
tions of private employment at a 
minimum of 40 cents per hour for 
six months of the year. 

Part of their pay could be with- 
held and disbursed to them in the 
winter months during which the 
men would be free to come and 
go to live normal lives and to 
look for work. 

Certainly there seem to be any 
number of alternatives to the relief 
camp system which appears to be 
the chief cause of the present un- 
happy unrest.—Vancouver Sun.

FEWER, BETTER PEOPLE 


Editor Bulletin: In replying to 
Mr. J. A. Connelly’s outburst con-

14. But the flood of babies has 
only to diminish for a few years 
more and we shall be able to af- 
ford smaller classes and longer 
schooling without increasing the 
number of teachers or building 
new schools,

basement dwellings in London 
were inhabited by 100,000 people, 
while in Scotland some 2,000,000 
people live two and more in a 
room. There is not a single one 
of these facts but that could be 
transformed out of all recognition 
if we could reduce the amount of 
human material so continuously 
crowding in on us to manageable 

roportions. Let us conceive of an 

ngland of 20,000,000 people, 
would not their lives be more 
spacious, more , dignified, mere 
leisured? Would they not be let- 
ter educated, more knowledge- 
able, leas given to irrational fears? 
Would they not stand some chance 
of becoming fully developed in- 
dividuals, formin their own 
views and making their own, lives, 
instead of taking their tastes and 
opinions as they take their boots 
and shoes, ready made from the 
social shop, mere ants in the 
social heap? 

“What was the process of evolu- 
tion after when it evolved man? 
Quantity of life? Searcely, In 
point of prolificness the amoeba 
and the rabbit leave us hopelessly 
outstripped, Evolution aspired to 
something highe:—better quality 
life. The attainment of higher 
quality life enjoyed by fewer peo- 

le is, it is obvious, the next step 
in the evolution of our species, 
Let us welcome and not be dis- 
mayed by signs of it's oncoming.”
